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“Did You Receive the Holy 


Ghost When You Believed?”

This is a question that has largely 
gone out of the Christian language 
today, but the only question to a 
real child of God is, “Is it still in 
the Book?” John said that he bap- 
tized with water, but “He shail 
baptize you with the Holy Spirit 
and fire’ (Matt. 3:11). (lit.) The 
word, “baptism” means, “immer- 
sion.” Baptism in the water in the 
Greek means, “to dip” in the wa- 
ter. When a person is baptized in 
water he is “in” the water! The 
water surrounds him. There is an 
experience God says, that Jesus will 
give, in which Jesus will immerse 
us, not in water, but in the Holy 
Ghost and fire. That is what we 
need! John’s baptism was “water 
immersion,” but Jesus was to bap- 
tize in the Holy Spirit and Fire. 
Then it is the privilege of every- 
one to have Jesus Christ immerse 
them in the Spirit. From now on 
the Spirit is to surround you in all 


your activities... You are-to. live in| 


Him! From now on the Spirit is 
to surround you and will influence 
you. You have atmosphere all 
around you. You are surrounded 
and immersed in the atmosphere; 
so it is with the baptism of the 
Spirit. As you have life by breath- 
ing the air around you, so you are 
to have spiritual life by breathing 
and living in the Spirit of God. 

In Acts 1:5 we read: “For John 
truly baptized with water; but ye 
shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost not many days hence.” Jesus 
Himself, after His resurrection 
from the dead, appeared for forty 
days, teaching the disciples about 
the Kingdom, and after giving 
them the commission, told them 
they were not to depart, but to 
“wait.” Wait for what?

“promise of the Father.” This 
promise is the Father’s promise to 
baptize individuals “in the Spirit.” 
Not with water (in water), but “‘in 
the Holy Ghost.’”’ The Greek prep- 
osition is not “with,” but “in.” It 
means “location,” and means not 
baptism “in water,’ but “in the 
Holy Spirit.” Every. child of God 
should be located constantly 
(found) in the Holy Spirit. Scrip- 
ture teaches there is a baptism in 
the Spirit. 

Now let us look at Acts 19:2. 
(There is not a more convicting 
Book in the Bible than the Book 
of Acts. What God did then, He 
will do today, but by unbelief God 
is hindered from working ™m our 
lives.) 

“He said unto them, Have ye re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye be- 
lieved? And they said unto him, 
We have not so much as heard 
there be any Holy Ghost.” “Did 
you receive the Holy Spirit when 
you believed?” (lit.) 

He, “finding certain disciples.”’ 
This was after Pentecost. He asked 
the question, “Did you receive?” 
Not, “Have you received?” (R.V.) 
God is asking you that question 
right now. Did you receive the 
Holy Spirit when you believed? 
Paul said, “believed,” and in the 
verse preceding we note he was 
speaking to certain disciples. They 
were disciples and they had be- 
lieved! And Paul expects them and 
us to know of a certainty whether 
we have received the Spirit or not! 


They knew they did not receive 
the Spirit the time they believed! 
They had heard nothing about the 
privilege of a person receiving the 
Spirit, and they quickly said so 
and Paul’s question indicates he 
suspected they were not filled with 
the Spirit.

Our God is a God who hears and 
answers prayer! Prayer-hearing is 
one of His attributes, a part of His 
nature. He inspired the Psalmist to 
call Him “thou that hearest prayer” 
(Psalm 65:2). He selected that title 
for Himself and delights to be 
called the God who hears, and the 
God who answers prayer. 

God’s attributes, His character, 
are revealed in the titles given Him 
in the Scripture. An impressive and 
very helpful book of daily devotions 
was written by T. C. Horton, The 
Wonderful Names of Our Wonder- 
ful Lord. The names and titles and 
descriptions by which God reveals 
Himself in the Bible give insight 
into the character of God. And one 
of His titles, by His own divine 
choice, is “thou that hearest 
prayer”! 

God’s mercy never changes. It is 
a part of His character, unaffected 
by changing dispensations. God’s 
holiness, His righteousness never 
vary: He is always -holyp always. 
righteous. The characteristics and 
attributes of God are unchanging, 
and everlasting. He says, “I am 
the Lord, I change not” (Mal. 3:6). 
“Jesus Christ the same, yesterday, 
and today, and forever,” says He- 
brews 13:8. And even so, God is in 
all generations, the same God who 
delights to hear, and does hear, 
and answers prayer. 

“QO thou that hearest prayer, 
unto thee shall all flesh come,” said 
the Psalmist. God hears the pray- 
ers of all flesh. He just as willingly 
hears the prayers of a Gentile as 
of a Jew. God, Who is the creator 
of all alike, is eager to hear the 
prayer of every living soul. And 
He is as willing to hear the prayer 
of one generation as another. He 
was delighted with the prayers of 
Enoch, who walked and talked with 


Him, and took him on to Heaven 
bodily, translating him that he 
should not die. He heard the prayer 
of Abraham, the “friend of God,” 
and delivered Lot from Sodom and 
gave Abraham the longed-for child 
in his old age. Later it was His de- 
light to answer the prayers of Eli- 
jah, raising the dead, sending fire 
from Heaven, giving drouth and 
then rain, and then taking him to’ 
Heaven. He heard the prayer of 
Daniel in far-off Babylon, a cap- 
tive, with the nation in disgrace, 
just as readily, and revealed King 
Nebuchadnezzar’s dream, and de- 
livered Daniel from the lion’s den, 
just as He delivered the other three 
Hebrew children from the fiery fur- 
nace. What did it matter to God 
whether the prayer was before the 
flood or after with Enoch and Ab- 
raham? It did not affect the answer 
to prayer that Elijah was in the 
land of Canaan and Daniel a cap- 
tive in Babylon. So in the New Tes- 
tament,- God heard -the- prayer of 
the Canaanitish woman, the prayer 
of the Italian centurion, Cornelius, 
as readily as He heard the prayer 
of Peter, the chief apostle. He 
heard the prayer of the dying thief, 
or the publican in the temple, or 
the fallen woman, as readily as the 
prayer of the upright and godly. 
If there are ever conditions that 
hinder prayer, the conditions are on 
the part of the one who prays, and 
not on God’s part. God is the un- 
changing God Who hears prayer, 
the God who longs to answer 
prayer, the God Who in all genera- 


tions and with all kinds of people 
eagerly listens to prayer. It is a 
part of His nature, as are His 
mercy, His justice, His righteous- 


ness, His omnipotence. “O thou

“And he said unto them, Unto 
what then were ye baptized? And 
they said, Unto John’s baptism.” 

“Then said Paul, John verily 
baptized with the baptism of re- 


~ pentance, saying unto the people, 


that they should believe on him 
which should come after him, that 
is, on Christ Jesus.” 

“When they heard this, .they 
were baptized in the Name of the 
Lord Jesus. 

“And when Paul had laid his 
hands upon them the Holy Ghost 
came on them; and they spake with 
tongues, and prophesied.” (Acts 
19 :3-6.) : 

There was no question about this 
great matter! They knew and Paul 
knew that they were Spirit filled. 

Get up and ask the question to- 
day, “Have you received the Holy 
Ghost?” Some may say, “Yes,” 
but many do not know. 

Paul says, “O foolish Galatians, 
who hath bewitched you, that ye 
should not obey the truth, before 
whose eyes Jesus Christ hath been 
evidently set forth crucified among 

ou?” 

“This only would I learn of you, 
recewed ye the Spirit by the works 
of the law, or by the hearing of 
faith?” 

“Are ye so foolish? having . be- 
gun in the Spirit, are ye made per- 
fect by the flesh?” (Gal. 3:1-3.) 

Paul is asking here, “received ye 
the Spirit by simple faith, or keep- 
ing the commandments?” The an- 
swer is they did receive when they 
put faith in Jesus, and not when 
they were keeping the Command- 
ments. When they received Jesus 
by faith they “received the Spirit,” 
and they knew it and Paul knew it! 

“He therefore that ministereth 
to you the Spirit, and worketh mir- 
acles among you, doeth he it by the 
works of the law, or by the hegring 
of faith?” (Gal. 3:5.) Yee 


Literally it is “He that 
ally supplies to you the Spirit,” fo 
God was continually supplying’ the 
Spirit. Paul knew it and the Gala- 
tians knew it. He gave them the 
Spirit when they believed and is 
continually supplying the Spirit 
since they believed. The Law 
teaches, “Keep the commandments 
of Christ for salvation.” Paul says, 
“You get the Spirit when you be- 
lieve.” In this passage Paul could 
speak to a group of Christians 
about their having “received” the 
Spirit and “having the Spirit con- 
tinually supplied” to them without 


it being counted strange doctrine! 


But today Christians speak little 


about “receiving the Smit.” Have 


you “received Him” and is God 
“continually supplying him to your 
life? Is the fruit there?” (Gal. 
5 322-23.) 

Now the great question comes: 
When does a person receive the 
Holy Spirit? Let us go to the Book 
of Acts. From this Book we learn 
some people receive the Holy Spirit 
when they believe, and others re- 
ceive Him after they believe! Let 
us see the Scriptures: First: Some 
people received the Holy Spirit the 
moment they believed and were 
saved! “While Peter yet spake 
these words, the Holy Spirit fell on 
all of them which heard the word.” 
(Acts 10:44.) 


“Immediately upon believing on 
Christ! As they listened to the 
Gospel the Spirit fell upon them 
and it was so evident that the Holy 
Ghost fell on these people, for they 
received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. They spoke with tongues 
and everyone knew, no doubt, about 
the Spirit’s presence. There was 
no doubt about their salvation. The 
Holy Spirit came upon them imme- 
diately when they were born again. 
The Spirit was poured out upon 
them. But the Spirit did not al- 
ways come upon people to empower 
them when they believed. Not al- 
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ways! Let us now turn to Act 8:5: 

“Then Philip went down to the 
city of Samaria, and preached 
Christ unto them. 

“And the people with one accord 
gave heed unto those things which 
Philip spake, hearing and seeing 
the miracles which he did. 

“For unclean spirits, crying with 
loud voice, came out of many that 
were possessed with them: and 
many taken with palsies, and that 
were lame, were healed. 

“And there was great joy in that 
Cry, =. 
“But there was a certain man, 
cailed Simon, which beforetime in 
the same city used sorcery, and 
bewitched the people of Samaria, 
giving out that himself was some 
great one; 

“To whom they all gave heed, 
from the least to the greatest, say- 
ing, This man is the great power 
of God. 


“And to them they had regard, 
because that of long time he had 
bewitehed them with sorceries. 


“But when they believed Philip 
preaching the things concerning 
the kingdom of God, and the name 
of Jesus Christ, they .were bap- 
tized, both men and women.” (Acts 
8 :5-12.) 

Now the statement in Verse 12, 
means that they believed Philip’s 


preaching and were baptized. That 


is salvation. Justified by faith, by 
believing, they are saved. Now, 
we arrive at Verse 18 in this same 
chapter: 


“Then Simon himself believed 
also; and when he was baptized, 
he continued with Philip, and won- 
dered, beholding the miracles and 
signs which were. done. 


“Now when the apostles which 
were at Jerusalem heard that Sa- 
maria had received the word of 
God, they sent unto them Peter and 
John. (Acts 8:13-14.) 


“Who, when they were come 
down, prayed for them that they 
might receive the Holy Ghost: 


“For as yet He was fallen upon 
none of them: Only they were bap- 
tized in the name of the Lord Jesus. 

“Then laid they their hands on 
them, awd they received the Holy 
Ghost. — 

“And when Simon saw _ that 
through laying on of the apostles’ 
hands the Holy Ghost was given, he 
a them mfoney.” (Acts 8:15- 
18. 


They received the Holy Ghost, 
and there was no doubt about that. 
These Christians in Samaria did 
not receive the Holy Spirit until 
sometime after they believed. Our 
churehes are full of people who ave 
not filled with the Holy Spirit and 
New Testament power to qualify 
them to do the work God wants 
them to do! Where is the power of 
the early church today? “We re- 
ceive power” to do God’s work when 
the Holy Spirit comes upon us! 
When He is absent no power! 
Where is the power today? (Acts 
1:8. “Power, the Holy Ghost com- 


ing upon you.” (lit.) 


Some quote 1 Cor. 12:13 .-as 
though this is the baptism John and 
Jesus talked of. “For by one Spirit 
we are all baptized into one body, 
whether we be Jews or Gentiles, 
whether we be bond or free; and 
have been all made to drink into 
one Spirit.” (1 Cor. 12:13.) . Let 
us read our Bibles for ourselves. 
We will sit in a powerless church 
and tell. people they are: all right 
when the Holy Spirit is not em- 
powering them. There is but one 
Spirit and we “were”~ baptized in 
one Spirit. The text says, “By one 
Spirit are we all baptized into one 
body.” This is not the baptism 
Jesus talked about. It is not the 
baptism that John talked about. 
This is the Spirit as the baptizer, 
baptizing ws into the body of 
Christ. A simple diagram shows 
Paul and John are not speaking of 
the same baptism: 


1 Cor. 12:13 The Baptizer (the 
Spirit) The Baptized (us) The 
Element (The Body of Christ, the 
church). 


Matt. 3:11 The Baptizer (Christ) 
The Baptized (The: Believer) The 
Element ¢The Spirit). / 

Now Jesus says in the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit that He (Jesus) 
is the baptizer and that we are the 
ones to be baptized into the Spirit. 
This passage says that the Holy 
Spirit is the baptizer and the wa- 
ter is the Body of Christ. Not the 
same thing! This cannot be the 


same as Jesus talked about, be-

cause the baptizers and the circum- 
stances are different. 

Therefore, there is a baptism of 
the Holy Spirit and we read the 
Spirit came on these men after they 
were saved. Let us turn to John 
15:3: “Now ye are clean through 
the word which I have spoken unto 
you.” He is talking to the dis- 
ciples. Did Jesus ever say that un- 
saved men were clean? Were the 
disciples saved then? Of course! 
The same is true in John 13:11. 
“Ye are not all clean.” Jesus knew 
that Judas was unclean. He had 
never been saved, The disciples 
were born again men! Were they 
baptized with the Holy Spirit? No! 
But these saved men needed the 
baptism, and in Acts 1:5, we find 
that comes later. Jesus said for 
them to “wait.” They were saved 
men, but not baptized with the Holy 
Spirit as yet. The Apostles and 
Disciples received the Holy Spirit 
after salvation. 

In Luke 24:49 Jesus told them 
to “sit down in Jerusalem until you 
get yourselves clothed with, power 
from on high.” (lit.) 


Let us take a look at Paul’s ex- 
perience. He was filled with the 
Spirit (evidently baptized with the 
Spirit) after his conversion. 

“And as he jourrieyed, he came 
near Damascus and suddenly there 
shined round about him a light 
from heaven; (Thank God for that 
Light. The sun goes down, but 
that Light doesn’t go down!) 


“And he fell to the earth, and 
heard a voice’ saying unto him, 
Saul, Saul, why ‘persecutest thou 
me? 

“And he said, Who art thou, 
Lord? And the Lord said, I am 
Jesus whom: thou persecutest: it is 
hard for thee to kick against the 
pricks. 


“And he trembling and aston- 


ished said, Lord, what wilt thou 
have me to do? And the Lord said 
unto him. Arise and go into the 
city, and it shall be told thee what 
thou must do.” (Acts 9:3-6.) This 


was his new’ birth. 


And then we know how he was 
three days without sight and did 
not eat or drink. After three days 
he was filled with. the Spirit! 

“And there was a certain disciple 
at Damascus, named Ananias; and 
to him the Lord said in a vision, 
Ananias. And he said, Behold, I 
am here Lord. 

“And the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and go into the street which 
is called Straight, and enquire in 
the house’ of Judas: for one called 
Saul, of Tarsus: for behold, he 
prayeth.” (Acts 9:10-11.) 

“And Ananias went his way and 
entered into the house; and put- 


ting his hands on him said, brother 


(Ananias calls him brother, for he 
who was once an enemy is now 
saved) Saul, the Lord, even Jesus, 
that appeared unto thee in the way 
as thou camest hath sent me, that 
thou mightest recewe thy sight and 
be filled with the Holy Ghost.” 


(Acts 9:17.) 
Notice Verse 11: “Behold, he 
prayeth.” For twenty years I 


prayed, and.didn’t. You can’t pray 
until you are born again. In Verse 
17 the Lord is saying, “He is a 
chosen vessel unto me.” Are we 
chosen vessels? Bearers of Me? 
Paul was saved before he was cap- 
able of bearing the Name of Jesus. 
He head to have something .addi- 
tional. 7 

Ananias said, “Brother Saul, re- 
ceive thy sight, and be filled with 
the Holy Ghost.” So Paul was not 
filled with the Spirit at his conver- 
sion, but three days after! Is this 
right? Yes! Everyone did not re- 
ceive the Spirit when converted, 
according to the Book of Acts. It 
is what the Book says. The scales 
fell off his eyes and “he preached 
Christ.” 

There was some power there! 
Paul was not empowered for serv- 
ice when he was saved, but three 
days later. That is the evidence 
from the word of God that many 
times the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit comes on men to empower 
them for’work after they are saved. 

‘‘Now concerning spiritual 
things, brethren, I want you to be 
ignorant—’”’Is that what Paul says? 
No! We are ignorant. “J would 
not have you ignorant.” (1 Cor. 
12:1.) We are so ignorant of spir- 


itual things—things concerning the 


Spirit. | 
“Now there are diversities of 
gifts, but the same Spirit.”

The manifestation of the 
Spirit is given to a pastor now and 
then? Is that what the Word says? 
No! It is, “But the manifestation 
of the Spirit is given to every man 
to profit withal.” (1 Cor. 12:7.) 
he Holy Spirit is given to every

man, to every saint of the Lord 
that every child of God shall have 
fruit to carry in because He has 
given the Spirit to bring forth the 
fruit. The power of the Spirit is to 
be used. “The manifestation of 
the Spirit is given to every man.” 
It is something you can see,..else 
why manifestation? Something 
manifested is something seen! 

“But all these worketh that one 
and the selfsame i dividing to 
every man severally as he will.” 
(1 Cor. 12:11.) He empowers us 
for the work that we are to do for 
Him. 

You need the Spirit just as much 
as I need the Spirit for my work. 
Sunday School teacher, you need 
the Spirit just as much as your 
pastor. Mother, rocking the baby, 
you need the Holy Spirit so that 
you will bring your children up 
‘in the fear of. the Lord.” From 
the cradle to the grave, whoever 
you are, you who know the Lord 
Jesus, need the Holy Spirit for the 
work that you are to do for Him. 
That is our job—to witness—and 
we all need the Spirit if we are to 
do it with power and effectually. 
We must have the Spirit of God. 


God gave me a job with a certain 
firm in Atlanta. One Saturday aft- 
ernoon my employer called me to 
his office concerning some work. 
The Lord had prepared his heart. 
God had made the arrangements. 
He opened his heart to me and God 
gave me a witness to his soul of 
Jesus. I little dreamed God was 
giving me the opps ae of speak- 
ing to this soul on that particular 
afternoon, but He had prepared his 
heart and gave me a message to 
him. 

The other day as I was standing 
in front of a cafe on one of the 
streets of Atlanta, this man with 
a friend came walking past, spoke 
to my father, and turning to me 
with tears, he said, “I want you 
to know that I see things different- 
ly since you worked for me. I am 
saved. My wife is saved, and we 
are both teaching Sunday School 
classes.” The Holy Ghost did that! 
I did not dream that this had hap- 
pened. Ah, it is wonderful to see 
the Holy Ghost work! When we 
work, it isn’t much, but God has 
promised the Holy Spirit and when 
He does the work, it is done. God 
made the setting, He gave the Word 
to say and He did the work, and 
after I left the man’s life was 
transformed. Friend, that is the 
Holy Spirit! Now, we need Him 
for all the work God has given us 
to do. The Holy Spirit is given us 
to empower us for the glory and 
work of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


We have proved that in the Book 
of Acts and the early Church, some 
received the Spirit “when they be- 
lieved,” and others later. Now let 
us see the evidence from the ex- 
periences of eminent Christians. 
There was Finney, who was con- 
victed one day, and later in the 
woods he knelt and received the 
baptism of the Spirit-and became 
a flaming fire! He did not receive 
the Holy Spirit when he was saved, 
but after. 

That great man of God, D. L. 
Moody, is another example. At the 
close of one of his sermons, and 
having the largest meetings in Chi- 
cago, two women came up to him 
and said, “We are praying for you 
to be filled with the Spirit.” 


At first he did not like it, for he 
was having ten and fifteen souls 
saved at each service all along. He 
went home and searched his heart, 
and out of that came a thirst for 
the Holy Ghost and power he did 
not have. He went to England and 
heard Spurgeon, and his heart was 
stirred and he stood weeping, and 
personal workers thought he was a 
lost man. 

He heard Mr. Mueller in Britain, 
but still did not have peace in his 
heart. After this he returned home, 
and was walking down the street 
in New York City, and cried out, 
“O God, give me the Holy Spirit,” 
and God did it. He poured down 
such a blessing-he had to seek for a 
room until the storm was over. 
And Mr. Moody said later, ‘I 
wouldn’t be back where I was be- 
fore that experience came for any- 
thing. I had to cry out to God, 
‘Lord, hold back your hand, or the 
vessel will break.’” Now fifty and 
a hundred began to come out to 
accept Christ and God blessed 
mightily! I can’t help but believe 
in an experience of a man like that 
when it corresponds with the Book. 

Then, Dr. R. A. Torrey tells of 
his experience and how he began to 
hunger and thirst for the Holy 
Spirit. He did not seem to have

It Is Impossible to Come to God 

Or to Please Him Without Feeling 

That He Is a Prayer-Hearing and 
A Prayer-Answering God 


How jealous God is of His repu- 
tation for hearing and answering 
prayer! In Hebrews 11:6, we are 
told “But without faith it is im- 
possible to please him: for he that 
cometh to God must believe that he‘ 
is,.and that he is a rewarder of 
them that diligently seek him.” 
Here we are told that before any- 
one can come to God he must be- 
lieve two things: first he must be- 
lieve that there is a God, and sec- 
ond, he must believe that God is a 
rewarder of them that diligently 
seek him, that is, that God hears 
and answers prayer. No one can 
come to God, no one can be saved, 
no one can please God, except that 
they believe God answers prayer! 


Here we see what faith is. “With- 
out faith it is impossible to please 
Him.” And this faith simply means 
that one believes that there is a 


answers prayer. In faith about a 
particular matter it means confi- 
dence that there is a God who will 
hear prayer about this particular 
matter. But there is no faith that 
does not involve a real confidence 
in the prayer-hearing and prayer- 
answering nature of God. One can- 
not know God, except as he comes 
to know this blessed attribute of 
His; He is a God Who hears 
prayer! 

Is it strange, that the one at- 
tribute of God everyone must ac- 
knowledge before coming to Him is 
the attribute of hearing and an- 
Swering prayer? When one comes 
to God, he is not required neces- 
sarily to think of God as the Cre- 
ator. He is not required, necessar- 
ily, to think of God’s attributes 
and qualities. The#are all involved 
enough in this*quality of hearing 
and answering prayer, that when 
one believes that God “is a re- 
warder of them that diligently seek 
Him” then they know enough about 
God to come to Him and please 
Him and receive His blessing! In 
other words, this quality of hearing 
and answering prayer is the one 
God wants to be known. This is the 
very heart of God’s nature. This 
reveals His power, His wisdom, His 
grace, His holiness. There is a God, 
and He answers prayer. That sums 
up all the creed absolutely neces- 
sary to please God and come to 
Him. All the other things are im- 
plied and understood if you know 
that much about our infinite, 
blessed, merciful, prayer-hearing 
and prayer-answering God! 

It becomes clear, then, that when 
we limit God’s willingness to an- 
Swer prayer, we are guilty of a 


lay so much stress on natural law 
and intimate that God Himself is 
a servant of nature, limited by 
rules He Himself has laid down, are 


are displeasing God and cannot 
draw as near to Him as they 
should. To teach, as some do, that 
in former dispensations God was 
more ready to answer, more willing 
to show wonders and signs to His 
glory, in answer to prayer, is strik- 
ing at the very dignity of God’s 
character, is unnelief in His essen- 
tial nature as the prayer-hearing 
God. Some people believe that God 
was more willing to send rain or 
other, physical, material, earthly 
ble gs to the Jews, in answer to 
their prayers, than He is willing to 
send the same blessings on Gentile 
Christians in this age. They speak 
as if God had limited Himself to 
earthly blessings to Jews, under 
the law, and now limits Himself to 
give only spiritual blessings to 
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‘ean faintly perceive all the attri- 


|}idol has eyes, but it sees not. It 


| hear the cry of millions of His peo- 


Christians under grace. But that 
would mean that the Jews would 
have only half a God and we would 
have the other half of a God! To 
limit God in His willingness to 
hear and to answer prayer for those 
who diligently seek Him is unbe- 
lief in the very nature of God 
Himself! To believe that in apos- 
tolic times God was more willing 
to work miratles than He is today 
again limits God. We ought rather 
to put the limitation on men and 
frankly confess that we have not 
because we ask not, that we ask 
amiss that we might consume it 
on our lusts (James 4:2, 3). We 
ought frankly to confess that our 
unbelief makes us unfit to receive 
the blessings which the apostles 
and New Testament Christians 
often received; but we ought never 
to believe nor intimate that God 
has changed His plan or His wil- 
lingness to hear and answer the 
prayers of those who diligently 
seek Him, those who trust Him. 


There are dispensations in some 
little arbitrary matters of. God’s 
dealings with men. Once there were 
animal sacrifices, as type and sym- 
bol of faith in a coming Saviour. 
Now “There remaineth no more 


sacrifice for sins” (Heb. 10:26). 
Once Jews were forbidden to eat 
certain kinds of meat as ceremoni- 
ally unclean to them. Now “Every 
creature of God is good, and noth- 
ing to be refused, if it be received 
with thanksgiving. For it is sanc- 
tified by the word of God and 
prayer.” (I Timothy 4:4, 5). Once 
Jewish boys were to be circumcised, 
but now “neither circumcision 
availeth anything, nor uncircumcis- 
ion” (Gal. 5:6). Once there was a 
Jewish Sabbath, Saturday, and 
other ceremonial laws, which Jews 
were to observe as a shadow of the 
coming Christ. But Christ has al- 
ready come and this handwriting 
of ordinances has been taken out of 
the way and nailed to the cross of 
Christ, so that now no Christian is 
to be judged concerning meat or in 
drink or in respect of an holy day, 
or of the new, moon, or of the 
sabbath days” (Colossians 2:14- 
17). I say in small and arbitrary 
matters, God had dispensations in 
His dealings with men. The Holy 
Spirit once was with Christians and 
now dwells im Christians (John 
14:17). The change came when 
Jesus was glorified at His resurrec- 
tion (John 7:37-39; John 20:22). I 
say there are such dispensational 
changes, in some matters; but in 
the great fundamentals that are a 
part of the very nature of God, 
there are no dispensations. God 
Himself cannot change. He never 
did, He never will. God always 
saved people by faith in Christ, no 
other way, in the Old Testament or 
in the New (Acts 10:43). God has 
always been holy, always has been 
almighty, always has been merci- 
ful; and so God has always been 
the God Who hears and answers 
prayer. This was understood by the 
Psalmist when he cried, under in- 
spiration of the Holy Spirit, “O, 
thou that hearest prayer, unto thee 
shall all flesh come” (Psalm 65:2). 
This is why “He that cometh to 
God must-.believe that He is, and 
that He is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek Him,” as stated in 
Hebrews 11:6. The unchanging, im- 
mutable, everlasting God is a God 
Who always has been anxious to 
hear, and able and willing and 
mighty to answer the prayers of 
those who earnestly seek Him, 
those who trust Him. 


Every Attribute of God Is Implied 
in the Fact That He Hears and 
Answers Prayer 


When one understands that God 
hears and answers prayer, then he 


All the 
other qualities or attributes or char- 
acteristics of God are implied when 
we understand that He answers 
prayer. 

First, a prayer-hearing God is a 
living God. He is not an idol of 
wood, or stone, or paper. When the 
priests of Baal on Mt. Carmel cried 
out to their god, “O Baal, hear us,” 
there was none that answered nor 
that regarded (I Kings 18:26). An

suppliants? Does He see the faith, 
does He know the sincerity, or 
perceive the hypocrisy in the hearts 
of those who pray? Then He is a 
limitless God Who knows all things! 


Third, if God is able to answer 
prayer, then He has all power in 
Heaven and earth. If God answers 
prayer for rain He must control 
the weather. If God answers prayer 
about crops, He must control the 
sun, the insects, the moisture, and 
even the germ of life in the seed 
itself. Does God answer prayer 
about health? Then God must have 
in His hand every corpuscle in the 
blood, every nerve, every process 
of metabolism in the human body! 
Does God answer prayer about re- 
vival, or about the conversion of a 
sinner? Then God must have in- 
fluence on the very souls and con- 
sciousnesses and wills of men! If 
God answered the prayer of Joshua 
that the sun might stand still in its 
relation to the earth for about the 
space of a day (Joshua 10:12, 13), 
then God controls the whole infinite 
universe. He answers prayer; He 
has infinite power, limitless power. 


Fourth, if God answers prayer 
and has such infinite wisdom, such 
almighty power, then He Himself 
must be the Creator. There could 
be none other -as ‘powerful, there 
could be none t dispute His right, 
there could be none other to limit 
His work or cross His will. Then 
the God Who answers prayer in 


the very nature of the case is the 
Creator of the Heavens and earth. 


Fifth, the God Who answers 
prayer, then, is a miracle-working 
God. To believe that God is a re- 
warder of them that diligently seek 
Him, means that one has faith in 
all that is ever claimed for God. If 
there is a God Who hears and an- 
swers prayers, in the sense of the 
Bible, then of very necessity His 
work is miraculous, supernatural, 
not ordinary, but extraordinary; 
not human, but divine; not limited, 
but infinite in scope. 


“Does God work miracles to- 
day ?”’ someone asks. And the an- 
swer is, “Yes, if He is the God 
Who rewards those that diligently 
seek Him, if He is still the God 
Who hears and answers prayer, 
then His ordinary and natural way 
of working in answering prayer 
would be by miracles. Every soul 
saved is a supernatural act, not a 
natural one. Every time God inter- 
venes and controls nature or 
changes a plan to make it rain 
where it otherwise would not have 
rained, and does it because some- 
one prayed, then that is ‘a miracle. 
Every time a person gets well in 
answer to prayer, when otherwise 
he would not have gotten well, it is 
a miracle, a divine intervention in 
natural affairs. As the late Dr. 
Blanchard, president of Wheaton 
College, says in one of his books, 
“If there be a God, He must act 
like a God.” A God works miracles. 
A God Who would cease to work 
miracles would cease to be a God, 
in the Bible sense, that is, a per- 
sonal God Who personally hears 
and answers the prayer of faith. 


Sixth, if God answers prayer, 
then He is a God of infinite love 
and. mercy! God knows none of us 
deserve to have our prayers an- 
swered. We poor sinners deserve 
only condemnation, and forsaking 
and punishment of death! But God 
loves sinners. His mercy is bound- 
less. “Where sin abounded, grace 
did much more abound” (Romans 
5:20). If there is a God Who re- 
wards those who. diligently seek 
Him, that is, Who hears and an- 
swers the cry, the faith, the need 
of human beings, then God would 
give His Own Son to atone for sin 
and make it so He could righteously 
forgive sin and save sinners and 
keep them out of Hell, and make 
them into His own image and have 
them forever with Him in Heaven! 
Ah, when one really believes that 
God is a prayer-hearing, prayer- 
answering God, he has the secret 
to the very heart of God, and he 
can dimly see and outline all the 
graces and powers and majesty of 
the infinite God! A God Who hears 
and answers prayer is a true God. 
Any god who does not hear and 
answer prayer has not the power 
and the grace to create, or support 
the world, or to love and seek and 
save lost sinners. |

Spirit. (Eph. 4:30.) 

2. We must forsake all known 
sin! Give up the “easily besetting 
sin!” He is the Holy Spirit. An 
unclean thought, tolerated and un- 
confessed, grieves Him. An idle 
word, a wrong attitude! You can’t 
go to modern bathing pools with- 
out seeing sights that grieve the 
Spirit. You cannot read the filthy 
literature on news stands today 
without grieving the Holy Spirit. 

3. We must be completely swr- 
rendered to our Blessed Lord. “And 
we are his witnesses to these 
things; and so also is the Holy 
Ghost, whom God hath given to 
them that obey Him.” (Acts 5:32.) 
To obey Him is to do the thing 
God wants you to do in every phase 
of life. Not only in prayer, but 
know your Bible and soul-winning! 
Be so completely surrendered to 
Him that you can say from your 
heart, ““My meat is to do the will 
of him that sent me, and to finish 
his work.’ (John 4:34.) Christ 
ealls for faithful witnesses. A 
faithful witness is one who does the 
thing God tells him to do. It means 
one who is surrendered. There are 
a lot of people who are living Godly 
lives, love their Bibles and love 
their prayer closets, who are not 
filled with the Spirit. Only will we 
have fruitful service when we are 
completely surrendered. 


To be surrendered completely 
means that we can say from our 
heart, “Lord, here are my ears, 
here’s my mouth, here are my feet, 
here aré my eyes, my family, my 
job, my all—all is yours. What do 
you want me to do, Lord? Lord, 
you speak, and I will do it.” 


We may all be familiar with the 
life of C. T. Studd, who left family 
and home to go to Africa after he 
was fifty years of age, and broken 
in previous mission fields, to spend 
fifteen years, separated from fam- 
ily. He wrote home to his wife: 
“T’ve given up everything for Jesus, 
and the only thing left that I can 
give up is my family.” Yes, such 
surrender condemns us all. 

4. We must be thirsting for 
Him. Jesus said: “If any man 
thirst, let him come unto me, and 
drink.” (John 7:37.)

Nature Itself Points to a Benevo- 
lent God Who Hears and 
Answers Prayer 


All nature speaks of a benevo- 
lent God, a God Who made man, 
Who loves him; and Who wants to 
provide all his needs. In fact, the 
same Psalm 65 which gives God 
the title, “O, thou that hearest 
prayer,’ goes straight from the 
theme of answered prayer to the 
theme of the bounty of God in na- 
ture, and it ends on that theme. 
Verses 9 to 13 say: 


“Thou visitest the earth, and 
waterest it: thou greatly enrichest 
it with the river of: God, which is 
full of water: thou preparest them 
corn, when thou hast so provided 
for it. 

“Thou waterest the ridges thereof 
abundantly: thou settlest the fur- 
rows thereof: thou makest it soft 
with showers: thou blessest the 
springing thereof. 

“Thou crownest the year with thy 
goodness; and thy paths drop fat- 
ness. | 

“They drop upon the pastures of 
the wilderness: and the little hills 
rejoice on every side. 

“The pastures are clothed with 
flocks; the valleys also are covered 
over with corn; they shout for joy, 
they also sing.” 

The Psalmist speaking by the 
Holy Spirit seems to say that the 
God Who loves to answer man’s 
prayers has anticipated so many of 
his needs; has watered the ground

Believe 
that you have the Spirit, after you 
have asked for Him! Believe that 
God gives you the Spirit! He does 
give the Spirit! 

In other words, God says, “If you 
want the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, go alone in prayer, search 
your heart, confess and forsake sin. 
Surrender. Pray. Ask and believe 
that He gives you the Holy Spirit 
to empower you for the service God 
wants you to do, and God promises 
we shall have Him, and we take 
Him by faith. The Lord says He 
has promised, “And shall I not 
make it good? I Shall make it 
good!”’ 

“He commands: ‘Receive ye the 
Holy Ghost.” (John 20:22.) 

Let us receive Him now!

has done you no good, and it may 
be a wrong theory. Certainly those 
who have not met God’s require- 
ments for an abundance of soul- 
winning power such as promised 
in Acts 1:8 to those on whom the 
Holy Spirit comes are in no condi- 
tion to teach others how to have 
what they themselves do not have. 

And if you think some terminol- 
ogy of Brother Hendley’s article is 
wrong, I am sure you will agree 
that we need the power he is speak- 
ing about. 

I am convinced that so-called 
“Bible teachers” who never have 
revivals are not to be trusted in 
teaching how to have Siem. On 
the contrary, great soul winners, 
Spurgeon, Finney, Moody and Tor- 
rey, believed and taught approxi- 
mately. what our Brother Hendley 
teaches here. They had, and knew 
how they received, the power of the 
Holy Ghost. I believe that those 
who so do the will of God and 
whose heart attitude so pleases 
Him that He pours out His Spirit 
upon them, have such a heart atti- 
tude as can be taught by the Spirit 
the true meaning of the Word of 
God. I believe those who do not 
please God enough to have His 
power are not likely to have His 
wisdom about this matter. 


God knows we do not have, most 
of us, the manifest power of God 
for soul winning, as we ought to 
have.

I am sure Brother Hendley be- 
lieves, as the Bible so clearly 
teaches, that. every saved person 
has the Holy Spirit abiding in his 
body. (I Cor. 6:19-20, Rom. 8-9.) 
But certainly it is not true that 
every Christian is filled with the 
Holy Spirit, or covered or over- 
whelmed in the Spirit as were the 
disciples at Pentecost, and others 
thereafter. The INDWELLING is 
an accomplished fact for every 
Christian. But the POWER cer- 
tainly has not been received by all 
Christians. 

If you are sure the Holy Spirit 
dwells within, then let us seek to 
have His mighty power manifested 
also, as some all down the ages 
have had. 

In Brother Hendley’s letter to 
me he says: 

“You may feel free to use the 
message in the little booklet, or 
any portion as may seem good to 
use. Regarding the terminology. 
I recognize that all over the States, 
the phrase ‘Baptism of the Spirit,’ 
is immediately associated with 
some groups who may have some 
wild fire intermixed with the real 
fire of the Spirit, and is thereby 
objectionable to the groups who 
want only the truth.

for the cattle, and herb for the 
service of man: that he may bring 
forth food out of the earth; and 
wine that maketh glad the heart of 
man, and oil to make his face to 
shine, and bread which strength- 
eneth man’s heart” (Psalm 104:14, 
15). “The high hills are a refuge 
for the wild goats; and the rocks 
for the conies” (Verse 18). “The 
young lions roar after their prey, 
and seek their meat from God”! 
(Verse 21). And then of the beasts 
even of the sea, we are told that 
“These wait all upon thee; that 
thou mayest give them their meat 
in due season. That thou givest 
them they gather: thou openest 
thine hand, they are filled with 
good” (Verses 27, 28). 


The God that made the animals 
makes food for them. The God Who 
made the plants causes the rain to 
fall for them-and the sun to shine 
upon them. The God Who made 
the honeybees, made the flowers for 
them, For every living thing there 
is a place, a food, a protection, a 
provision, from the hand of an in- 
finite God. And do not these things 
show that where there is a want, a 
need, a desire, God wants to fill it? 
Where there is a hunger, God wants 
to satisfy it. 


This benevolent, loving, all-pro- 
viding care of man begins as soon 
as a child is born, yea, long before 
it. Before the baby is born, God has 
prepared the mother’s breast, and 
then a few hours after childbirth, 
the mother’s breasts begin to pre- 
pare milk; and the instinctive seek- 
ing of the little puckering lips for 


the Spirit, etc.), we were baptized

Brother Hendley, is it true, we 
believe, as do many Bible scholars, 
that Baptized into one body by one 
Spirit, in I Cor. 12:13 is not the 
same as baptized by Christ in the 
Holy Ghost which John promised 
in Matt. 3:11 and which Jesus 
Himself promised in Acts 1:5, a 
baptism of power for soul-winning, 
But we believe you concede too 
much to the friend who said I Cor. 
12:13 should be literally ‘Jn one 
Spirit’ instead of ‘By one Spirit.’ 
It is the Greek word en often trans- 
lated an, but. en is translated by 
142 times in the King James ver- 
sion, and a number of other ways 
besides simply in. And the Re- 
vised version translated it by in 
I Cor. 12:13 and in many other 
like places, just like the King 
James version. 

Here are some examples that 
show en is often properly trans- 
lated. by in the New Testament. 


“Swear not... by heaven... 
nor by the earth. Neither shalt 
thou swear by ‘thy head,” said 
Jesus in ,Matt. 5:34-36. He cer- 
tainly did not say “Swear not... 
in heaven, ... nor in earth neither 
shalt thou swear in thy head.” No, 
by is correct. 

“If I cast out devils by Beelze- 
bub—Matt. 12:28, 

“But if I cast out devils by the 
Spirit of God’—Matt. 12:28, 

“David himself said by the Holy 
Ghost”—Mark 12:36, 

“And Jesus ... was led by the 
Spirit into the wilderness’—Luke 


“by the hand of the angel’ —<Acts 
7:35. God sent Moses by the hand 
of the angel that appeared in the 
bush, not in the hand of the angel. 

“Being now justified by his 
blood” — Rom. 5:9. Any careful 
reading of ‘these scriptures where 
the Greek word en is translated by 
must convince one that often no 
other word would do except by. 
So Christians were all baptized-by 
the Holy Spirit into the body of 
Christ When they were saved. But 
many Christians have never been 
baptized (buried, overwhelmed, sur- 
rounded) by Christ in the Holy 
Spirit. We all have the indwelling 
of the Spirit, if we are saved, but 
assuredly we are not all filled and 
covered with His pé@ver, as Jesus 
promised His disciples in Luke 
24:49 and in Acts 1:8.

food is satisfied in the mother’s 
arms and over the mother’s heart! 
And God has provided in nature ev- 
ery kind of food to balance the diet 
and supply the need of man. Re- 
cently scientists are amazed to find 
there is a thiamine (or a vitamin) 
to prevent and cure beri-beri, one 
for scurvy, and one for rickets. 
God has prepared insulin for the 
need of the diabetic person. There 
is no need of the human body but 
that God has prepared it, and it 
only awaits the finding and apply- 
ing of mankind! 


Does mankind feel the sex in- 
stinct surging within him, the need 
and cry for a mate? So God_has 
given woman to complement man, 
and marriage as the fulfillment of 
man’s desire and need. 


As soon as there begins some 
shortage of wood on the earth, man 
discovers that the bowels of the 
earth are full of coal which God 
has laid by for man’s use! By the 
time man has invented an internal 
combustion engine (the ordinary 
gas or gasoline engine), it is dis- 
covered that infinite lakes of pe- 
troleum have been stored up: for 
man’s need! When man needed iron 
for tools, he discovered it was al- 
ready provided, and then learned 
that God had provided alloys to 
make the hardest steel. And now 
that man longs for a lighter metal, 
rust-proof, it is discovered that 
there are giant stores of bauxite, 
the ore from which aluminum is 
made. The earth proves that God 
loves man, long’s to bless him, longs 
to provide every need of mankind! 

The whole earth shows it was de- 
liberately planned by infinite wis- 
dom, just to fit man’s needs. Sup- 
pose that the diameter of the earth 
had been 10,000 miles instead of 
8,000 miles, then the mass would 
have been almost doubled and 
gravity would have been about 
twice as great. A man who now 
weighs 170 pounds, of exactly the 
same size, and with the same mus- 
cles, would weigh 332 pounds! His 
muscles would not be strong 
enough to lift himself, his stomach 
would not be big enough to hold 
enough food to provide strength. 
Life would be intolerable or im- 
possible. Or if the diameter of the 
earth were only 6,000 miles in- 
stead of 8,000, only 2,000 miles 
less, the gravity would be so much 
less that air would be much lighter 
and rarer. Instead of weighing 14.7 
pounds to the square inch, the air 
pressure (and density) would be 
only 6.2 pounds. But men cannot 
live without an oxygen tank where 
the air is less than 7.3 pounds to 
the square inch. Life would be im- 
possible on this earth if it had not 
been tailored exactly to fit man’s 
needs. God made it just the right 
size. Or if three-fourths of the 
earth’s surface were covered by 
land instead of by water as now, 
then the earth would be simply a 
giant desert, with fringes of vege- 
tation around the seas; and the 
variation of temperatures would be 
so great it would be impossible for 
mankind to live! Or if God had 
made the surrounding atmosphere 
with another element instead of 
oxygen, neither animal nor man 
could breatne. And if the water 
were not made of oxygen and hy- 
drogen, there would be no living 
thing in seas and lakes and rivers. 
Do not these things suggest that 
God is a God Who in His very na- 
ture longs to provide what mankind 
needs? 

Nature does not tell of Calvary 
and redemption, but it does point 
to an infinitely merciful, benevo- 
lent, loving God, Whose heart is 
open to mankind. He Who clothes 
the lilies of the field and notes the 
fall of the sparrow, is the God Who 
hears and answers prayers of those 
who diligently seek Him and who 
trust Him. James 1:17 says, “Every 
good gift and every perfect gift is 


‘from above, and cometh down from 


the Father of lights, with whom is 
no variableness, neither shadow of 
turning.” God never -varies, in any 
age, nor with any people, from His 
constant watchfulness to give what 
men need, what their hearts cry out 
for, what will make them happy 
and good. And does not that mean 
that by very nature God is predis- 
posed to hear the cry of men and is 
lovingly concerned about whatever 
want or desire or need: is felt by 
any contrite heart who seeks God’s 
face! ? 

Then if God be a God Who hears 
and answers prayer, let us pray! 
Prayer, then, becomes the most 
compelling Christian duty. God 
never commanded us to sing with- 
out ceasing, nor preach without

did command, “Pray without ceas- 
ing” (I Thess. 5:17): The apostles 
after Pentecost demanded the se- 
lection of deacons “That we may 
give ourselves to prayer, and the 
ministry of the word.”

ing how God had given many won- 
derful answers to prayer in these 
years of my ministry. After the 
service there were two or three 
others who claimed the Saviour; 
and yet in prayer with the pastor 
I felt deeply concerned that we 
had not yet had a real breaking 
out of the power of God in the 
services. I felt led to pray, “Lord, 
this afternoon I told how God had 
answered many prayers. The most 
of them were some time ago.’ Lord, 
answer this prayer today and give 
us the twenty-five we have asked 
for, that we may know and ev- 
erybody may know that You still 
answer prayer just the same.” 

In the evening service the house 
was packed, chairs were in the 
aisles, every available seat was 
taken, I believe; and the ushers 
had to sit on the balcony stairs. 
I preached on “The Harvest Is 
Past, the Summer Is Ended and 
We Are Not Saved” (Jer. 8:20). 
When I gave the invitation there 
were a number of people who im- 
mediately came out to take Christ 
as Saviour, some with many tears. 
After about fifteen had come we 
stopped for prayer, and I remind- 
ed the Lord that we still didn’t 
have the twenty-five people to 
claim Christ during the day, or 
take some open, public stand for 
Christ and a new life for which 
we had asked. When I openéd my 
eyes after praying there were 
three or four standing before me 
who had come down the aisles 
while I was praying. 

Among those converted was one 
man seventy-six years old who 
drove in from Dutton, Michigan, 
twenty or twenty-five miles. One 
woman came back to the Lord who 
told me she had been a backslider 
for thirty-five years, living out in 
sin; but one of her daughters nev- 
er gave her up and insisted on her 
coming across town to the services 
to hear me. When she came back 
to the Lord, another daughter who 
had never made a profession fol- 
lowed right after her, coming to 
take the Saviour. How happy those 
three were, the daughter who won 
her mother, and the other daugh- 
ter who came also to Christ. 

One woman was saved who had 
three fine Christian sons, one of 
them a student in Moody Bible 
Institute, yet she had never taken 
Christ until last night. After the 
service she came to tell me how 
happy she was in the Lord. 

A Christian business man in 
Grand Rapids came bringing his 
»brother, both of them weeping. A 
large percentage of those who 
came were men. 

This was a real victory in this 
good church, and all the more 
when you remember that Grand 
Rapids is a city of Dutch people 
with a strong Calvinistic Reformed 
Church background, and that many 
object to revival efforts, and par- 
ticularly to public soul winning. 
Many think that God will save 
those He has predestined to save 
and that there is no use bothering 
about the others. 

When the service was over the 
pastor counted up twenty-five 
names of people who had come 
openly and publicly to claim Christ 
in the services, and he said that 
there were two or three others 
whose names he did not secure.
